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DETAILED ACTION 

' Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of group I comprising claims 1 - 22 in the reply 
filed on 4/23/2007 is acknowledged. Claims 23 - 44 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper. " Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. For example, see the discussion of various prior art references in the specification on 
pages 3 and 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claims 1 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: 

Regarding claims 1, 2 and 13, the structural configuration for the electrode pattern is 
unclear. How are the electrodes structurally arranged on the dielectric substrate to facilitate the 
recited function? Are the electrodes arranged in a layered or sandwiched arrangement? Can the 
electrodes be arranged in a serpentine or interdigitated arrangement? In claims drawn to an 
apparatus statutory class of invention, the structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device (see MPEP § 2172.01). Furthermore, a feature 
that is taught as critical in the specification should be recited in the claims (see MPEP § 
2164.08c). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The additional cited prior art teach various pertinent gas treatment and reactor 
devices.
